Local Resident Asks Commissioners 
To Restore Fairness To Property Taxes 


The Garrett County com 
missioners held their bimonth 
ly pubic meeting on Tuesday 
afternoon. A wide variety of 
topics were on the agenda, 
including a presentation 
about “restoring fairness” to 
real property taxes, a discus 
sion about opting out of new 
sprinkler system requirement 
funding for the Partners After 
School program, a publi 
hearing involving the solid 
waste management plan, and 
recognition of the 
Cumberland Committee 

Local resident/business 
owner Michael Bell gave 
a 30-minute presentation 
about restoring fairness to 
real property taxes. He noted 
that gas companies, such as 
Chevron, are exempt from 
paying property taxes on the 
Marcellus and Utica shale 
mineral rights/leases that 
they from western Maryland 
landowners 

Bell indicated that other 
property owners usually do 
not mind tax exemptions for

churches, hospitals, and other 
entities that are important to 
their communities. But any 
time something is taken off 
the tax base, other property 
owners and businesses end up 
paying more in taxes in order 
to generate much-needed 
revenue 

Bell noted that the county's 
revenue base 1s not growing

miumussioners 


reduce services in the future 
He presented three assessment 
scenarios in which the county 
could generate, perhaps, as 
much as $6.7 million annually 
by taxing those who have pur 
chased mineral rights/ natural 
gas leases. He stressed thatthe 
state already has administra- 
tive and legal mechanisms in 
place to allow this to happen 
"| hope this stimulates dis 
cussion about this," Bell said 
about his presentation

Garrett County Chamber 
of Commerce directors re- 
fuse to disclose their sources 
for claims that shale gas 
revenue in western Maryland 
could amount to $47 billion, 
and, despite the chamber's 
large county subsidy, the pre 
siding county Commissioners 
apparently see no problem 
with the chamber making 
such claims 

Official median govern 
ment estimates put the value 
of the gas reserve almost 
90 percent lower than the 
chamber’s figure, at around 
$5 billion 

The chamber’s "white pa- 
per” on shale gas — published 
on a web site jointly run by 
the county and the Univer- 
sity of Maryland Extension 
Service — contains mostly 
industry talking points and 
has drawn criticism for pro- 
moting gas-drilling while 
wildly exaggerating claims 
of its financial possibilities 
The issue, which spawned 
several letters to the editor 
of The Republican, has been 
a hot topic locally and led to 
testy exchanges at a chamber 
organized function this week 
in McHenry 

Those connected with the 
process say a lagging vaca- 
tion tourism industry, for 
many years the Deep Creek 


Lake area's economic engine, 
has local business elites and 
county officials looking for 
a replacement; some believe 
drilling for gas in the Marcel- 
lus and Utiea shale deposits 
under the county is the best 
hope for the future, given 
tourism's slide in a national 
economic slow-down now in 
its fourth year. Many others, 
at numerous public meetings 
over the last two years, have 
complained that tourism and 
industrial gas development 
are not compatible 
Meanwhile, a local busi 
nessman who says he helped 
with the chamber report 
and with one by the Greater 
Cumberland Committee that 
contains identical financial 
claims — denies that he was 
the source for the exagger- 
ated estimate, but says he 
doesn't know where the in- 
formation originated. 
Jonathan "Smiley" Kes- 
sler, operator of several 
tourism-related businesses 
in Garrett County, said he 
expects horizontally "frac- 
tured” wells to be drilled 
soon on land he owns in 
Pennsylvania. He estimated 
what he called "pie in the 
sky" earnings from the drill- 
ing, but inSists it "1s sum- 
marily wrong” to conclude 
that information formed the 
basis for the chamber's un-

"the expedited study of shale gas development,” and 
encourages the Maryland Department of the Environ 
ment "to authorize the process of allowing for the safe 
extraction of shale gas in our county." 

For a number of reasons, the criticism leveled 
against the chamber is justifiable 

First of all, the chamber's white paper contains 
unsubstantiated — and apparently grossly inaccurate 

claims about just how many dollars worth of gas 
lies under Garrett County just waiting to be extracted. 
(See story on front page for details.) While no one 
at the chamber has verified just where these figures 
came from, one board member indicated that they 
were claims made by "a leading gas supplier." (Sur- 
prise, surprise.) Taking a stand is one thing, but using 
fictitious information to support that stand is unac 
ceptable 

Secondly, the chamber's statement implies that all 
630 member firms are supportive of this position. That 
is without a doubt not a correct implication. Clearly, 
the board members should not be expected to take an 
all-member vote on every position; however, it would 
be fantastic if, say once per year or even once every 
couple of years, the board would survey its members 
on the most important issues facing tourism and eco- 
nomic development. It could be a brief e-mail survey 
which would provide every single chamber member 
the opportunity to voice his/her opinions. Doing so 
would give all members a voice, and would also justify 
the ultimate positions taken by the board. It should 
also be noted that, while all members are invited to 
attend chamber meetings, many are unable to do so 
because of scheduling. They would be unable to ac- 
commodate 630 people anyway 

Another example of a controversial chamber posi- 
tion was a "call to action" back in April when the 
county commissioners were considering increasing 
the property tax rate. "Your Chamber OPPOSES any 
type of increase in the property tax rate and urges 
you to contact the county commissioners to voice 
your opposition as well," was the online message. It 
is unknown if that was also the feeling of the major 
ity of the chamber membership, because once again, 
we were not asked. It is interesting to note that the 
chamber receives a significant sum of money (nearly 
$800,000) from the county commissioners each year 

They ended up not raising the tax rate, and made cuts 
in various areas to balance the budget. The chamber's 
"call to action" might prompt the commissioners to 
make some of their largest cuts in the allocation to 
the chamber. Seems like a prime example of "biting 
the hand that feeds you." 

» Thirdly — back to Marcellus shale drilling — given 
Dears abgve-ground negatives created by this 
imitistry (destroyed roads, 24/7 truck traffic, noise, 
excessive dust and dirt, falling property values, etc.), 
it seems so odd that the chamber of commerce in a 
county that relies so heavily on tourism would want 
to be an advocate for the industry. Are the chamber 
board members simply blinded by dollar signs? In the 
long run, will it really be worth it?

However, | got a question 
about the impact on farmers 
in the county and, unfortu- 
nately, I did not answer it 
clearly. | would like to correct 
that here 

Let's say a landowner has 
100 acres of land and he owns 
his mineral rights. A multi 
national corporation wants 
to lease this land because it 
thinks there is gas and oil in 
Marcellus and Utica shale 
The landowner leases the 
land for $100 a year per acre 
for five years. The landowner 
will receive $10,000 a year 
in income from this lease 
He will pay income tax on 
that increased income, as he 
should 

The corporation now con- 
trols the mineral rights for the 
property. It should register 
the lease with the county, 
and the information in the 
lease provides the basis for 
determining the underlying 
value of the mineral assets it 
controls. This is exactly what 
is done today when the clerk 
of the court administers the 
recordation tax on leases of 
more than seven years

Spend a sunny summer 
weekend snooping around 
your house. Look for paint 
that is peeling and cracks 
that need sealing. What other 
simple jobs could you do that 
will reduce or eliminate costly 
repairs later? By keeping up 
on small maintenance jobs 
you Can save money on larger 
repairs, protect your home 
equity, and possibly increase 
the resale value of your home 
Start at the top with the 
roof. Check for winter dam 
age. Look for missing or dam 
aged shingles, and arrange 
for them to be replaced. If 
flashings in valleys, joints, 
and around chimneys or

This determined, sharply 
focused yc jung woman man 
aged to complete her college 
studies in short order by get- 
ting a jump start through a 
dual-enrollment agreement 
between Garrett College and 
the Garrett County Board of 
Education. 

The-dual enrollment pro- 
gram allows qualifying high 
school students to earn credits 
that will satisfy high school 
graduation requirements 
while being applied toward a 
college degree. When Ashby 
entered Garrett College as a 
full-time student in the fall of 
2006, she already had earned 
30 college credits 

Would she recommend 
that others apply for dual 
enrollment? 

"Absolutely," Ashby re- 
sponds with no hesitation 

The GC dual-enrollment 
program offers several op 
tions for students. There are 
distance-learning labs in both 
Garrett County high schools 
that link to the college campus 
so students can take post 
secondary courses without 
leaving the high school build- 
ing. They can also travel to 
the McHenry campus. Ashby 
combined these two methods 
of earning her college credits 

Ashby's schedule for her 
senior year in high school 
was very open because she, 
like many others in her class, 
had completed most required 
courses. So she decided to 
look into starting her college 
classes 

"I thought it was wasteful 
of my time if I didn't,” she 
said. "When I started my 
senior year, the only credits I 
needed for high school gradu- 
ation was for English 4, and 
English 101 at Garrett College 
counted for that. So I took col- 
lege English, as well as college 
math, through the Distance 
Learning Lab.”

Did Ashby have a long- 
range plan in mind when she 
signed up for the dual enroll 
ment program? 

"I 
had intended to go to Frost 
burg to get my bachelor’s in 
accounting, and at that point | 
didn't really plan on going for 
a master’s degree. | completed 
my degree requirements and 
graduated from Garrett in 
2007, one year after receiving 
my high school diploma. That 
summer I married my high 
school sweetheart and bought 
a house.

She was awarded her bach- 
elor’s degree in accounting 
in 2009 

While still an under- 
graduate at FSU, Ashby had 
plunged into her first gradu- 
ate course 

"It was my last semester as 
an undergraduate. | then went 
straight through that summer 
and into the fall semester.

Garrett College, Ashby's 
alma mater, offered her a 
position shortly after she 
completed her MBA.

But, as a general 
rule, most children accept whatever their parents tell 
them, and parents assume wrongly, that because the 
children have learned their prayers that they also 
understand them.

When these children are old enough to be on their 
own, they will remember their prayers in the same 
way that they remember nursery rhymes; there will 
be a strong resonance and perhaps even a feeling of 
comfort and safety associated with these prayers, but 
no deep understanding, and no live connection with 
one's faith. Are we attempting to instill faith in a way 
that is more appropriate to learning poetry or 
multiplication tables rather than having a genuine

Sailboat Racing

WOMEN'S, JUNIOR, AND LASER REGATTAS

With most of us hoary old Flying Scot sailors on the 
sideline, the women and juniors in Scots and Lasers (full 
rig and juniors) had their day.

Here is a report from my chief Gold Fleet "stringer,"

"On Saturday for the first race we started at the com- 
mittee boat end and had a good beat on the left side up to 
the mark. Both Ellen Tran and Emily Meehan stayed to 
the right and managed to catch up. By the top of the first 
mark, we were fairly close to Ellen, and Emily was off to 
the right coming in on starboard. We were concerned that 
if Ellen got too close to us, we wouldn't be able to tack in 
front of her, but we stayed far enough ahead and managed 
to round the mark first 

"Tran then passed us on the run, as did Meehan, and by 
the time we reached the leeward mark, Tran was still in first 
place with Meehan close behind us. On the next windward 
leg, we got a nice lift in the slot on the left side and reached 
the mark well ahead of Tran, who had gone right. Meehan 
followed right behind us in second place. During the second 
downwind leg we had good boat speed, increased our lead 
a bit, and then had a comfortable beat to the finish 

“At the start of the second race, the pin end was heavily 
favored. We were in position for a pin-end port-tack start 
when, with under a minute left before the gun, the race 
committee postponed the start to readjust the starting line 
On the new start, the boat end was slightly favored, and 
Meehan had a nice start right next to the committee boat 
with good speed. However, we pulled ahead and then never 
lost the lead. By the first mark we had a comfortable lead 
that we built upon through the entire race 

‘Sunday's race found us a little late to the line at the boat 
end. For the first leg we built up a comfortable lead, but 
on the downwind leg, the wind died. As the wind filled in 
from behind, both the Challenger and Junior fleets caught 
up. We stayed a little too far to the right and the wind filled 
in to the left 

"Tran and a number of boats in the Challenger and Ju 
nior fleets passed us. In front of the Deerhaven Yacht Club, 
we were caught in dirty air and would have approached the 
leeward mark on the outside, so we "pulled a Harry Carpen 
ter" and headed up, crossing behind the fleet to clear our air 
and try to obtain an overlap over the rest of the fleet.

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Gov. 0' Malley Issues Executive Order To 
Strengthen Electric Distribution System

Maryland's utility infrastruc

"As a result of climate 
change, Maryland may con- 
tinue to suffer violent weather 
patterns in the months and 
years ahead," O'Malley said. 
"That's why we must engage 
in a thoughtful and informed 
dialogue to strengthen the 
resiliency of our electric grid. 
Together, we can create the 
21st century infrastructure 
that a 21st century economy 
requires — these costs and 
benefits must be evaluated." 

Citing the economic and 
health damage resulting from 
repeated and prolonged elec- 
tricity outages, and pointing 
to projections of more violent 
weather to come, the executive 
order sets in place an impor- 
tant evaluative process for the 
following: 

1) The effectiveness and 
feasibility of undergrounding 
supply and distribution lines 
in selected areas as a means 
to increase the resiliency of 
Maryland's electric distribu- 
tion system; 

2) Options for other infra- 
structure investments in the 
electric distribution infra- 
structure that can or should 
be made in order to improve 
the resiliency of Maryland's 
electric distribution system 
The costs and benefits of 
such investments should be 
evaluated over various time 
periods, including a 30-year 
period; and 

3) Options for financing 
and cost recovery for capital 
investments to the electric 
distribution system 

The group is tasked with 
reporting back to the gover- 
nor within 60 days regarding 
recommended legislative

Our infrastructure investments 
to create a more sustainable 
grid for Maryland," said Abi 
gail Hopper. "I look forward 
to conducting numerous 
roundtable discussions over 
the next few months."

Continued from Page A-1 
ninth season since black bear 
hunting was re-established as 
a management tool in Mary- 
land in 2004. Data from the 
2011 survey increased DNR’s 
population estimate for 2012 
by approximately 175 adult 
and sub-adult bears for the 
two counties 

“Our harvest quota is 
higher for 2012, and we are 
issuing more hunting permits 
to enable our hunters to reach 
the harvest level necessary to 
manage this increasing popu- 
lation,” said Spiker. 

DNR will issue 340 bear 
hunting permits with a quota 
of 80-110 bears, and will close 
the hunt when the range is 
reached. The opportunity to 
hunt black bears in Maryland 
remains limited to Garrett 
and Allegany counties. The 
quota is based on the esti 
mated black bear population 
in those counties open to bear 
hunting. An extensive popu- 
lation survey was conducted 
in 2011 to better assess the

AUGUST SUN - As August begins, the sun appears in 
front of the stars of Cancer, drifting a degree a day eastward 
relative to the stars. The sun moves into the star group Leo 
in the early daylight hours of Aug. 10, where it stays until 
the morning hours of Sept. 16. (These dates correspond to 
the actual star group boundaries, not the dates of the astro 
logical signs.) The star group Virgo can be seen low in the 
western dusk. On the other side of the sun is the star group 
Gemini, appearing in the eastern dawn sky. In early August, 
sunrises in Garrett County are at about 6:20 a.m. while 
sunsets are at about 8:25 p.m. (14.1 hours of daylight) 
Around the end of August, Garrett County's sunrises are 
at about 6:50 a.m. and sunsets occur at about 7:53 p.m. (13 
hours of daylight). So during August, the brighter stars are 
last seen around 5:30 a.m. (early dawn) atid then reappear 
about 9:15 p.m. (late dusk) 

AUGUST MOON - On the first evening of August, 
the moon is full, shining near the tail of Capricornus, the 
Sea Goat. As the lunar phase cycle is 29.5 days, there will 
be another full moon on the last day of August. A second 
a month 1s called a “blue moon,” occurring 
After the early full moon in 
about a half hour later each night 
rising until after midnight 
having passed out of the evening sky. On Aug. 11 and 12 
appears near the bright planet Jupiter in 
the southern dawn. On Aug. 13 and 14, the crescent moon 
appears near the brilliant planet Venus in the southeastern 
dawn. After Aug. 16, the moon disappears in the sun's glow, 
reappearing low in the western dusk on Aug. 20. On the 
next evening, the moon appears near the bright star Spica, 
and the planets Mars and Saturn in the 8:45 p.m. western 
dusk. (Saturn is highest, Mars farthest to the left, and Spica 
nearest the moon.) The evening moon appears half full on 
the evening of Aug. 24, then appearing near the claws and 
head of the Scorpion. As the month ends, the second full 
moon appears near the western edge of Aquarius 

The early morning hours of Aug. 12 will be a good 
occasion to spot the Perseid meteor shower. A meteor 
shower occurs when the Earth plows through a comet's 
orbit, littered with grit. As this grit hurtles toward Earth, it 
is incinerated in the Earth's upper atmosphere as meteors 
or shooting stars. This meteor shower is named for the star 
group Perseus, from which the meteors can be traced. Early 
morning hours are best for spotting meteors, as they then 
collide with the Earth head on. As many as 60 meteors may 
be seen per hour 

AUGUST PLANETS - The five nearest planets are 
easily seen by eye during the year, four of them shining 
steadily in contrast to the twinkling stars. (Mercury, only 
seen close to the horizon, may flicker as heat currents move 
in front of it.) Mars and Saturn can be seen low in the early 
evening western sky, Well above Saturn is the bright golden 
star Arcturus. In August, the very bright planet Jupiter is 
st can sr in the southern dawn sky.

Finkel Awarded 
Nat'/ Honor By 
Baseball Society 


At the recent annual 
meeting of the Society for 
American Baseball Research 
(SABR) in Minneapolis, 
Garrett County resident Jan 
Finkel was recognized with 
SABR's highest honor — the 
Bob Davids Award, which 
is given to a member whcse 
contributions to SABR and 
baseball reflect the ingenuity, 
integrity, and self-sacrifice of 
the founder L. Robert "Bob" 
Davids. 

Founded at the Baseball 
Hall of Fame in Cooperstown 
in 1971, SABR is best known 
to the public for radical sta- 
tistical analyses, termed sa- 
bermetrics by famed baseball 
writer Bill James, which helps 
teams identify a player's po- 
tential or value. This process 
was recently dramatized in 
the movie Moneyball. 

Finkel, a retired Epglish 
professor turned baseball 
writer, was honored for his 


work as chief editorof SA- 
BR's Biography Project. To 
quote from the presentation 
"Jan joined SABR in 1994 
and in the ensuing years has 
become a fixture at meetings 
of the Forbes Field (Pitts 
burgh) and Bob Davids (Balti 
more/ Washington) chapters, 
and this year marks his 18th 
consecutive annual conven- 
tion,” said Mark Armour, 
director of the SABR Biog- 
raphy Project, and the 2008 
Davids Award Winner 
“He is an active member of 
several committees, including 
Deadball Era, Nineteenth 
Century, and Negro Leagues, 
and has been a contributing 
editor to many SABR pub- 
lications, and has served on 
several awards committees 
"The first chief editor of 
SABR's Biography Project 
was Fred Ivor-Campbell, 
who realized within a few 
months that his preferred 
editing style, with pen and 
paper, would not lend itself 
to the volume of material the 
project was producing.

Che above paragraph was the introduction of an 
editorial piece written this past week by Charles Lane 
of the Washington Post, as are some of the following 
facts and figures from that same column 

Lane's editorial centered on the Americans with 
Disabilities Act (ADA), the 22nd anniversary of which 
was last Thursday, and on Social Security Disability 
Insurance (SSDI). After the above intro, he stated that 
there is a similar contradiction with American policy 
on disability, and it is costing the federal government 
(taxpayers) billions of dollars annually. 

Like so many pieces of legislation, the ADA was 
passed with the best of intentions in 1990, guarantee- 
ing among other things that every American can and 
should hold a job, regardless of physical or mental 
limitations. Employers who refuse to hire or promote 
the disabled may be held liable. 

SSDI, on the other hand, pays people who can

show that they are too mentally or physically impaired | 


to remain in the labor force. 

SSDI has been around since 1956 and was also 
originally designed to provide assistance to those 
who truly were victims of disability (blindness, deaf- 
ness, Alzheimer's, autism, etc.). The problem is that 
with a number of liberalized revisions to the program 
in 1960, '65, and '84, the number of persons alleg- 
edly eligible to receive SSDI has all but skyrocketed 
"Mental and musculoskeletal ailments," for example, 
accounted for 54% of all new SSDI cases in 2010 

Mark Krikorian, executive director of the Center 
for Immigration Studies, noted in a piece he wrote 
this past week that among the new "conditions" cit- 
ed for qualifying for SSDI are: "Had difficuity with 
schoolwork," "Was limited in the kind or amount of 
housework," "Had difficulty finding a job or remain- 
ing employed," and "Had difficulty getting along with 
other children of the same age." A report noted that in 
2008, the federal government spent an estimated $357 
billion on programs for working-age people with dis- 
abilities, which represented 12 percent of total federal 
outlays. 

The average monthly SSDI benefit is $1,100, but 
after two years on SSDI, beneficiaries also receive 
Medicare. Consequently, SSDI added $80 billion to 
the cost of Medicare in fiscal 2011 

The growing number of "disabled" persons is also 
in direct proportion to the struggling job market. As 
Lane wrote,"For many workers, especially those with 
few skills, the alternative to a steady SSDI check [and, 
often, Medicare] would be a minimum-wage job, pos- 
sibly one without insurance. Of course, the longer one 
stays out of work, the rustier one's skills get. The pro- 
gram has no training or rehabilitation component." 

Lane concluded, "We have no choice but to recon- 
cile our conflicting goals and sentiments in a more 
cost-effective way than SSDI does now. Othemyise, 
SSDI's growth will continue to erode productwity, 
swallow up scarce tax dollars, and make it that much 
harder to afford a sufficient safety net for everyone 
who needs it." 

To that conclusion, a "hear, hear" seems appropri 
ate.

Emotion 
ally charged encounters have 
taken place within the busi- 
ness and association sectors 
The issues continues to ripple 
like a Garrett County summer 
thunderstorm 

Lake property owners also 
think the county decision is a 
very sensitive issue. County 
policymakers have opened 
a Pandora's box which will 
allow other businesses to 
rent jetskis. How many more 
rental jetskis are needed on 
the lake? Who benefits? 

In my letter | spoke of the 
impacts of this land-use deci 
sion on the recreational use of 
the lake. No one has talked 
to me about this aspect. I did 
not raise any question about 
whether the process complied 
with all the rules and regula 
tions. That is not the issue 


What we do know is that 
the policy and review board, 
charged with oversight of 
DCL management, was not 
involved in the process. PRB 
chair Myerberg spoke to his 
of lack of knowledge of the 
issues at the DCL Property 
Owners Association meeting 
in June 
We need a watershed ap 
proach to lake management, 
as DNR Secretary Griffin 
urged the county commis- 
signers to embrace in a meet- 
ing last November. The events 
surrounding the mini-marina 
case should catalyze a review 
of zoning decisions which im- 
pact the lake and changes in 
county policy and processes 
in order to incorporate a full 
partnership with the lake so 
other errors are not made

Because of a layoff back 
in May, I have had more 
Opportunities to enjoy Deep 
Creek Lake this summer 
than I have in quite a few 
years. Unfortunately, I have 
seen and experienced some 
of the effects of our lake that 
| mentioned in my last letter 
to the editor 

One of the rules of this 
lake is that boats should stay 
at least 100 feet away from 
docks. I took the opportunity 
to actually measure what 100 
feet looks like on water (yeah, 
I've been bored). It is a lot 
farther than you would think 
In fact, in my section of Beck- 
man's Peninsula it is % of the 
way to the island in our cove 

Needless to say, no one 
can use the lake legally off 
my dock because there is 
a huge mat of underwater 
vegetation right at that point 
To steer clear of the vegeta 
tion, you must come within 
100 feet of my dock. I have 
at one point or another seen 
three boats using that area 
simultaneously 

It sure makes me wonder 





if anyone really understands 
the boating regulations, cares 
one way or the other, or just 
does not know how far 100 
feet is. In an informal survey 
I found out that it is difficult 
for people to gauge distances 
even halfway accurately 
In my last letter I 
talked about the huge waves 
these boats generate, and the 
ounding that docks and 
oats take. A few days ago, 
I had to fish a personal wa- 
tercraft out of the lake and 
repair the hull because the 
D ring used to tie it up was 
yanked clear out of it, leav- 
ing two gaping holes below 
the waterline. There was no 
mechanical damage —— 
This lake is changing. How 
people use it doesn't. Might I 
suggest that every person us- 
ing the launch ramps receive 
a complimentary pamphlet 
containing a map of the lake, 
boating regulations, a list of 
obstructions, and a big note 
about boating safety. You 
may Own or use a boat, but 
that does not say that you 
really know how to operate

BLUE MOON 
by Dr. Tom Sheahen 

Q. There will be two full moons in August this year. Why is 
the second one called the "blue moon?" 

A. It's a somewhat long story, which began many cen 
turies ago. The NASA-related web site www.space.com ex 
plained the history in its edition of November 19, 2010. It 
used to be that the name “blue moon" referred to an extra 
full moon within one sea Every year there would be 
an “early summer" full moon, then a "mid-summer" moon 
and a "late summer" moon, etc. Then if four full moons 
occurred in some season some year, the extra one would 
be named the “blue moon.” 

However, because of a mistake by a science journalist 
in 1946, which was recited on in 1980, the 
term "blue moon" got associated with an extra full moon 
within one month. That definitic

1 blue moon" means “not very of 


ten.” In most there are 12 full moons, but in some 
there are 13. For a full repetition of the combined 
cycles of moon-orbiting-the-Earth and Earth-orbiting-the 
sun, it takes 19 years. You can figure that cycle will contain 
seven "blue moons,” meaning one occurs about every 2.7 
years. So the next one will be sometime around April 2015 
If you live to be 80, you can expect about 30 blue moons in 
your lifetime. And it really doesn't matter whether you use 
the "four-in-a-season" definition or the "two-in-a-month" 
definition 

The frequency of blue moons fits the meaning of 
very often” pretty well 

What is really unusual is for two blue moons to occur 
in the same year. That won't happen via the "season" defi- 
nition, but can happen via the "month" definition. In the 
special case of a full moon late on January | or early on 
January 2, there wil] occur another full moon at the end of 
January, then no full moon at all in February, then a full 
moon in early March and again in late March. That actu- 
ally happened in 1999. But the timing is required to be so 
precise that it can't possibly happen more than three times 
in a century, and usually less often 

There are various old superstitions about the moon, such 
as the notion that the unlucky number 13 is associated with 
13 full moons in a year. As with most superstitions, nobody 
quite remembers how that linkage was made

LET GO OF HATE 


Hatred and anger are like 


hot coals, and if you pick 


them up to hurl them at 
your enemies you are sure 
to get burned. All wisdom 
counsels us to let go of 
hatred, and tells us 
that hatred 
cannot be overcome by 
hatred. Only love can 
conquer hate. The Bible 
tells us to renounce hatred 
almost as often as it tells us 
positively to love. Consider 
the 23rd chapter of 
Deuteronomy, where God 
tells the Israelites “Do not 
despise an Edomite, for the 


Edomites are related to you 


moreover 


Do not despise an Egyptian, because you resided as 
foreigners in their country." (Deuteronomy 23: 7) 
Throughout the Old Testament, the Israelites are 
instructed in how to live, but finally are told simply that 
they must have the law of love and mercy written on their 
hearts. After all is said and done, God cares less for the 
strict adherence to the letter of the law than to following 
the spirit of the law, which is love. When in doubt about 
making a response to someone, we should consider 


choosing a loving comment.

U.S. 40 Alternate 
Will Be Closed 
For Two Weeks 


The Maryland State High 
way Administration (SHA) 
advises motorists in Garrett 
County that U.S. 40 Alternate 
(National Pike) will be closed 
between U.S. 40 at Keysers 
Ridge and the western limits 
of Grantsville near Springs 
Road beginning next Mon 
day, August 13.

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Third Racoon 
Tests Positive 
For Rabies Virus 


Environmental Health Ser- 
vices of the Garrett County 
Health Department reports 
the third case of laboratory- 
confirmed rabies in Garrett 
County for 2012. All three 
positive cases this year have 
involved raccoons 

The most recently discov- 
ered case occurred Tuesday, 
July 31, along North Glade 
Road in the vicinity of Route 
495. An aggressive, sickly rac 
coon approached a residence 
and fought with an unvac- 
cinated dog. The raccoon 
was shot and the property 
owner contacted personnel 
from Environmental Health 
The animal was sent to the 
Maryland Department of 
Health and Mental Hygiene 
Rabies Laboratory in Balti- 
more on Wednesday, Aug 
1, and found positive for the 
rabies virus 

There was no human con 
tact with the raccoon, and 
the owner was careful not to 
allow any family members to 
handle the dog after the inci 
dent. The unvaccinated dog 
had to be euthanized 

“Again, this incident re 
inforces the importance of 
keeping pets currently vacci 
nated against rabies, whether 
household companions, ad- 
opted strays, or farm/barn 
pets, said a spokesperson for 
the GCHD. "All dogs, cats 
and ferrets over 4 months of 
age are required by Maryland

logs, cats, and 
ferrets, tentatively during the 
third week of September 
Locations and times will be 
published in local newspapers 
and announced on the radio

The health department 
spokesperson reminds indi- 
viduals that if they find it nec- 
essary to dispatch wildlife be- 
cause of contact with pets or 
humans, the animals should 
not be shot in the head, as 
the brain material 1s the por- 
tion of the animal needed for 
rabies virus testing 

In addition, persons 
should wear gloves to handle 
pets or wildlife immediately 
after an incident, and should 
thoroughly wash their hands 
with soap and warm water 
Any rabies virus on the pet's 
coat will be dead two hours 
after the incident

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Personal Fracking Experience... 


was a recent column in the New York Times 
t It Right written by Tom Fried 
> noted both positive and some nega 
fracking for natural gas, but failed to 
stand either pro or con. This corner today 
onsists primarily of a letter-to-the-editor response to 
that column, written by S. Tom Bond of Jane Lew, 
W.Va., an area where fracking has been under way 
for some time. While we in Marylafd can talk about 
the potential hazards of this industry, because it is still 
not permitted in Maryland, we have yer to person- 
ally experience any of the ramifications, as this letter 
writer obviously has. 

Bond has spent a lifetime farming in West Virginia 
in Lewis County, and he is an articulate writer, hold- 
ing bachelor's degrees in chemistry amd math, a mas- 
ter's degree in education, and a doctorate in inorganic 
chemistry. The bulk of his letter is as follows: 

"Your article shows the bias to be expected of an 
intelligent, media informed person, one who is kind, 
not tough minded. It also shows you have not visited 
the areas where shale drilling takes place to talk with 
people, nor examined the vast literature of complaints 
ibout the harm done in the field. 

"In the Marcellus area we are no strangers to extrac- 
tive industry, we have had deep and strip coal, timber, 
and the longest history of oil extraction - anywhere. 
The rip-and-tear methods of resource extraction have 
a new parallel in the Marcellus. They will not make 

. Our states prosperous, but when played out will have 
' injured thousands of people, depreciated property 
yalues and damaged our long-time industries, timber, 
_¢attle, recreation, and retirement. Lots of people come 
Shere for the quiet life. 
"You (Friedman) speak of 'mom and pop’ drillers. 
' These are, in fact, ephemeral creations by larger enti- 
ues which pop into existence and out of existence, like 
some subatomic particles do. The objective is to avoid 
liability. Government at the state level is most easily 
bent to the driller's needs. The federal government can 
do real research, so must be kept out as much as pos- 
‘sible. Local government is too close to what people 
want and has to be defeated. State government can 
be bought. 

"Economic evaluations don’t include the cost. It is 
externalized by accounting like a balance sheet with 
credits and no debits. It is inscribed in law for oil and 
gas by long practice, from a time when space was 
considered infinjte with respect to the need for natu- 
ral resources. Damage is externalized. That has been 
the practice for resource extraction in the past, and it 
continues 

"The notion of a ‘transition fuel,’ which you men- 
tion, serves the industry and the investors, not citizens. 
Che problem is NOW. We need to act NOW on global 
warming. 

"You can not expect strangers to observe regula- 
tions, laws, or ‘best practices’ (if they are worth any- 
thing at all) in the face of the stress of being so over- 

iilt as the shale drilling industry 

"When it started, the drive was to lease‘as much of 
the finite resource as possible. Them the drive was to 
get as favorable legislation as possible, And they got 
that. This appeared in the NYT recently: Mr. Headley 
said the drilling foreman on his property told him he had 
drilled all over the world, but never in a place easier than 
ennsylvania: ‘Ask for what you want, and you'll get it,’ he 
guoted the driller 

“Now the drive is to export the gas, even though 
originally the argument was ‘to give the United States 
energy independence,’ Are we not going to need that 
independence in the future? 

"These are not kind people. Their objective is not 
to help America. Their objective is to help themselves, 
and the arguments for shale drilling, the laws for it, 
the effort, the PR, the risk is not for America. When 
it is over, the debris will be left behind, including the 
unplugged wells, which are never mentioned, and the 
drillers and investors will move on. But the brown- 
fields won't. Nor will the population move. It has hap- 
pened before.” 

Yet another informational program about fracking 
for gas will be held at Garrett College this Saturday, 
9 to 11 a.m., organized by the Friends of Deep Creek 
Lake. (See front-page story.) It will feature presenters 
who stand on both sides of the issue, and thus af- 
ford another opportunity for local residents to become 
better informed on this highly controversial issue that 
could ultimately have a profound effect on the quality

THE VIEW OF THE RACES 
FROM THE COMMITTEE BOAT 
by Dan Muss 

For the Flying Scot races last Saturday, | was assistant 
to PRO Bob Vance, with Karen Vance recording and their 
son Noah running the flags. The Lasers were sailing their 
own course off the Turkey Neck Club. The Weather Under 
ground forecast a 40% chance of rain, with a thunderstorm 
likely, and wind 5-10 knots SE. But, on the water, the rac 
ing conditions looked ideal so, with our lightning detector 
turned on, we set the course 

The SE wind was quite unusual for our lake, and we 
put the leeward mark off to the north of Holy Cross Point, 
with the windward mark south of Poland Run inlet. With 
the course through the slot, we thought about a jibe mark 
off Deerhaven, but there just wasn't enough room for it 

We got the four Scot fleets off without a hitch, but half- 
way through the first race a dark cloud appeared to the 
south, but the lightning detector showed strikes over 20 
miles away. (Sailboat racers don't like it, but they do race 
in the rain. Lightning is another story; the metal mast is an 
invitation for a strike, so races are canceled and the course 
cleared as soon as possibie if there is an imminent threat of 
an electrical storm.) The lightning didn't come close enough 
for us to cancel, and all four fleets finished. But as they 
were finishing, our anchor began to slip. We tried resetting 
it several times between lulls in finishing boats, but finally 
had to maintain the line with our engine! At one point the 
finish line was only about 30 feet long, but the sailboats 
were able to slip in without incident. 

Lee and Joanie Coraor had a very interesting race. Here's 
the story in Joanie’s words: 

"In the first race our aim was to be at the committee 
boat at the start, but that position was occupied by Melanie 
Dunham, who got there early and sat motionless, waiting 
for the start. Dunham was able then to start right at the 
committee boat, and Joni Palmer fell in to leeward of her 
Meanwhile, we and Mark Schaefer were shut out and had 
to do a 360 in order to avoid hitting the committee boat 
before starting. Palmer and Dunham and several other 
boats had great starts, but Palmer soon pulled into the lead, 
which she didn't relinquish for the rest of the race. We fi- 
nally reached the line at the boat end dead last. We made an 
initial short tack to find clear air, so that on the beat to the 
first windward mark we managed to overtake several boats 
and rounded the mark in the middle of the fleet 

“Heading downwind the fleet had to avoid the starting 
line, which was poison, and most of the fleet elected t 
on port tack and round the right end of the line. We decide d 
to sail left, hoping that after passing the committee boat we 
could jibe to starboard and have a better angle of at 
with greater speed heading toward the mark. Our de 
paid off in large part because a series of puffs came 
the lake on the left side, bypassing the boats on the nght 
We were able to pass most of the fleet, including getting 
an overlap on Dunham just before we reached the leeward 
mark. On the second windward leg, there was a good tack- 
ing duel amongst the top 4-5 boats, although Palmer was 
able to maintain a comfortable lead. 

"On the second leeward leg, the start line had been re 
moved, so the fleet basically followed one another straight 
down to the mark. At that point we were in second place, 
just barely ahead of Bruce Spinnenweber. This enabled 
Spinnenweber to cut inside of us at the mark and sail to lee- 
ward of us. When Spinnenweber got inside us, bur strategy 
then was to run him all the way to the port lay line and not 
allow him to tack to the finish to get ahead of us. We were 
both on starboard tack side by side less than a boat length 
apart heading up the lake. About a third of the way to 
the finish, a severe squall passed down the lake. Our boats 
were alternately knocked flat and then headed as oscillating 
gusts passed down the lake, but both we and Spinnenweber 
managed to maintain control of our boats until the winds 
calmed down. At that point we noticed that we had over- 
stood the lay line and had to sail downwind to get to the 
committee boat. We finished in second, with Spinnenweber 
just behind us and Palmer having won the race." 

After lunch we kept the same course for the second race 
and, again, got the three fleets off. (The Masters sail only 
one race a day.) Halfway through, however, rain swept in 
and it came down in torrents! But there was still no light 
ning, so we kept the race going. Then the rain stopped 
and so did the wind. The lovely 8-knot breeze was replaced 
by 0-4. With the Gold Fleet still approaching the wind 
ward mark for their second rounding, we decided to shorten 
course. We pulled the finish mark, radioed the patrol t 
inform the racers of the change, and set a line for a down 
wind finish off tre Deerhaven Club 

But then Dave Mahan called us from Deerhaven and 
pointed out that, according to our rules, we needed to finish 
with the line between the committee boat and a mark of the 
course. It was my mistake — | had forgotten about that rule 
So we left the finish mark where it was and set the finish 
line at the leeward mark. All the fleets did finish, but we 
were out there for a long time... at least our anchor held! 

The forecasts for Sunday were even worse, with a line of 
storms that savaged Chicago headed our way. PRO Harry 
Carpenter sounded the half-hour signal, but then canceled 
He did the right thing.

Garrett County Public Schools will open on Monday August 27, 2012, for the 2012-2013 school 
year. Approximately 4000 students will be riding the humble yellow school bus. The Transportation 
Department has routed 65 buses which will travel well over 1 million miles providing school 
transportation this year. Our number one priority is always student safety. We cannot provide this 
without community support. We need all motorists to RESPECT THE BIG YELLOW AND OBEY THE RED. 


Motorists are reminded of the Maryland Motor Vehicle Law which requires the driver of a vehicle 
to come to a complete stop for a school bus loading or unloading pupils with the red warning lights 
activated. When the red lights are engaged and the stop arm is employed, it means students are getting 
on or off school buses AND MOTORISTS ARE TO STOP When students are moving near the bus, it is 
paramount for student safety that all motorists RESPECT THE BIG YELLOW AND OBEY THE RED. 


Motorists are also advised that buses operate with an 8-light warning system. School bus drivers 
flash their yellow amber lights at least 100' in advance as they approach a stop and do not activate the 
red lights until they are fully stopped. The message is clear — “Prepare to stop and do not run the 


warning lights." 


Here are some life-saving safety tips for all motorists: 


Tip #1: When a school bus is preparing to stop, the driver first activates the yellow flashing lights. 


Slow down and be prepared to stop. 


Tip #2: Once stopped, remain stopped until the bus deactivates its red warning signal. 


Tip #3: Be vigilant and prepared to react to unexpected movements of the students waiting for or 
exiting the bus. Students do not always follow pedestrian safety rules. 


Tip #4: Pay close attention for children who may be crossing the street or walking or waiting close 


to the street 


Tip #5: PLEASE pay close attention in school zones and near bus stops. 


Some school bus stops, particularly on state roadways, are placed using an “off road loading zone" 
procedure. In such cases, buses pull completely off the traveled portion of the roadway to pick up 
students who do not cross the road. Buses activate only the right turn signal and motorists may pass 


the bus on the left during this time. 


The only time a motorist does not have to stop for the red flashing warning lights is on a solid 
divided highway. If the road is divided by a median strip, a concrete wall, or any other physical barrier, 


motorists coming in the opposite direction do 
not have to stop. Otherwise, motorists need to 
RESPECT THE BIG YELLOW AND OBEY THE RED. 


To ensure that our school bus passing law 
never has a child's name attached to it, it will take 
a community effort of parents teaching their 
children safe bus stop behavior, 
exercising proper bus stop procedures

Q. At the recent county fair, one of the booths had a TV 
camera that showed the heat radiation coming from your body. 
How is such an image produced? What is it good for? 

A. The camera that was looking at you is an example of 
infrared thermography. The words mean it’s a graph (a pic- 
ture) based on thermal measurements taken in the infrared 
region of the spectrum.

but it doesn't see in the infrared. Various animals have the 
ability to detect some infrared light, and that helps them 
avoid predators at night. But for us to “see” in the infrared, 
we must extend our capabilities beyond nature with the help 
of modern technology. 

A conventional TV camera contains detectors sensitive 
to visible radiation, and the electronic scanning mechanism 
constructs a picture from the data collected. An infrared 
camera does the exact same thing, beginning with a detec- 
tor that is sensitive to infrared light. Such detectors are 
made out of semiconductors: variously, silicon, gallium 
arsenide, or other similar materials. 

One requirement for an infrared detector is that it has 
to be cooled. Otherwise the signal to be detected would 
be lost in the heat radiation coming from the instrument 
itself. For normal heat radiation, such as that emitted by a 
human body, electrical cooling will suffice; but if farther- 
infrared radiation is to be detected, then liquid nitrogen is 
needed to cool the detector. Extreme cooling with liquid 
helium enables detectors in some astronomical telescopes 
to see much farther out in wavelength, detecting even 
microwaves 

An infrared picture tells you where heat is coming from 
Ordinary skin typically appears yellow on a thermography 
screen, because your skin is cooler than your internal body 
temperature, which is usually 98.6 F. When you open your 
mouth, the warmer inside surface will appear white, indi- 
cating hotter than skin. Also, eyes show up white. Those 
are the surfaces that give off the most heat radiation. Your 
extremities (fingertips) are a little cooler and hence are 
displayed as a green color. 

It's worth mentioning that all these are "false colors," 
and can be changed by the camera operator. With the flick 
of a few switches, "hot" can be shown as blue, and "cold" 
shown as red. 

Infrared thermography is a very useful tool for engineers 
who are detecting heat escaping from buildings or industrial 
furnaces. A lot of money can be saved in a factory via even 
small improvements in the efficiency of equipment. In a 
house, if the weatherstripping around a door has deterio- 
rated, thereby allowing outdoor air to enter a room, the 
edges of the door will stand out clearly on a thermograph. 
Air flow is not obvious to the unaided eye, but an infrared 
detector sees the slight temperature difference easily. 

Thermography is an excellent aid to inspection. Hidden 
defects in workmanship, such as missing insulation between 
interior and exterior walls of a house, show up dramatically 
when it's cold outside. If an infrared camera reveals that a 
ceiling is unusually cool, it may be because of poor attic 
insulation above it. 

One other interesting point is that skin color makes no 
difference at all. Nordic or Mediterranean, African or La- 
tino, everybody looks the same in the infrared. Racial differ- 
ences aren't even "skin deep.” But if two persons stood side 
by side and one had a fever, then they would be of different 
color on a thermographic screen.

views, especially our moral 
views, onto God. We tend to 
believe that what we think 


is and

Copernicus revolutionized 

astronomy by postulating 

that the earth revolves 

around the sun, rather than the sun going round the 
earth, which was the accepted view at the time. 
Copernicus realized that placing the Sun in the center 
and the earth at the periphery was counterintuitive, 
but it greatly simplified astronomy. To apply the 
metaphor of the Copernican revolution to our moral 
views, we need only remember that God is the center 
of the moral universe and the author of goodness. We 
are at the periphery, and so instead of assuming that 
God's views must somehow conform to ours, we 
should hope and pray that our views conform to 
God's. We could be wrong about almost everything 
we believe. We are, after all, finite, limited, and 
woefully ignorant creatures, i.e., not God. So, we

"As a writer, I get some 
royalties whenever a piece 
of our music sells through 
EMI, which is the company 
in Los Angeles that ulti- 
mately bought out Roulette 
Records," he said.

Garrett County Public Schools will open on Monday August 27, 2012, for the 2012-2013 school 
year. Approximately 4000 students will be riding the humble yellow school bus. The Transportation 
Department has routed 65 buses which will travel well over 1 million miles providing school 
transportation this year. Our number one priority is always student safety. We cannot provide this 
without community support. We need all motorists to RESPECT THE BIG YELLOW AND OBEY THE RED. 


Motorists are reminded of the Maryland Motor Vehicle Law which requires the driver of a vehicle 
to come to a complete stop for a school bus loading or unloading pupils with the red warning lights 
activated. When the red lights are engaged and the stop arm is employed, it means students are getting 
on or off school buses AND MOTORISTS ARE TO STOP When students are moving near the bus, it is 
paramount for student safety that all motorists RESPECT THE BIG YELLOW AND OBEY THE RED. 


Motorists are also advised that buses operate with an 8-light warning system. School bus drivers 
flash their yellow amber lights at least 100' in advance as they approach a stop and do not activate the 
red lights until they are fully stopped. The message is clear — “Prepare to stop and do not run the 
warning lights." 


Here are some life-saving safety tips for all motorists: 


Tip #1: When a school bus is preparing to stop, the driver first activates the yellow flashing lights. 
Slow down and be prepared to stop 


Tip #2: Once stopped, remain stopped until the bus deactivates its red warning signal. 


Tip #3: Be vigilant and prepared to react to unexpected movements of the students waiting for or 
exiting the bus. Students do not always follow pedestrian safety rules. 


Tip #4: Pay close attention for children who may be crossing the street or walking or waiting close 
to the street 


Tip #5: PLEASE pay close attention in school zones and near bus stops 


Some school bus stops, particularly on state roadways, are placed using an “off road loading zone" 
procedure. In such cases, buses pull completely off the traveled portion of the roadway to pick up 
students who do not cross the road. Buses activate only the right turn signal and motorists may pass 
the bus on the left during this time. 


The only time a motorist does not have to stop for the red flashing warning lights is on a solid 
divided highway. If the road is divided by a median strip, a concrete wall, or any other physical barrier, 
motorists coming in the opposite direction do 
not have to stop. Otherwise, motorists need to 
RESPECT THE BIG YELLOW AND OBEY THE RED

through in a couple of days," said 7th District Repub 
lican Kathy Szeliga, who added that the matter should 
have been taken up during the regular 90-day session 
of the legislature 

Szeliga released a statement noting that, because 
the matter was pushed through in a special session, 
citizens and other interested parties did not have the 
proper amount of time to study it and then share their 
opinions with their legislators. She said that a "hand- 
picked" group (all Democrats) met this past spring to 
consider the issue, could not reach a consensus, and 
recommended that the legislature nor be called into 
special session. 

Comptroller Peter Franchot (also a candidate for 
governor) was equally disappointed in the passage of 
this bill, and noted that not only will it take several 
years for the generation of any revenue, but also that 
the estimates of that revenue have been "drastically 
overestimated." He also pointed out that the bill gives 
casino operators tax cuts of 25% or more, something 
that no other business owner in the state receives 

Governor O'Malley claims that the passage of the 
bill will lead to the creation of some 2,300 perma- 
nent jobs and raise $200 million per year for education 
when it is fully implemented. But Franchot says that 
a significant portion of these revenues will be offset 
to a large extent by the aforementioned tax cuts. Sze- 
liga agreed, saying, "In the end, the six fat-cat casino 
owners will get triple the amount of money that the 
children will receive in the promised Education irust 
Fund.” 

"The final product — tax cuts of 25 percent or more 
for casino operators, from the same legislature that has 
repeatedly raised taxes, fees, and tolls on small busi- 
nesses and middle class families — is the most regres- 
sive act of public policy that I have seen in 25 years 
if public life," said Franchot 

‘ Interestingly, the bill required 71 votes for passage, 
amd it received 71 votes. Five Republicans voted in 
favor, one of which was our own Wendell Beitzell 
Krom the senate side, George Edwards was also in 
favor of the bill 

| Apparently the matter is still not over, as it will be 
yet another hot referendum question that will appear 
8 November's ballot. It will join three other highly 
cbntentious issues that have been placed on the ballot 
by petition drives — same-sex marriage, in-state tuition 
fOr children of illegal immigrants, and the state's con- 
gyessional redistricting map.

Introducing his presenta 
tion as "totally non-controver 
sial," Mike Bell talked about a 
specific issue: the absence of 
taxation on mineral 
ment. From this analysis, the 
new wealth being created by 
Marcellus and Utica shale 
is not currently part of the 
local property tax base, he 
said. Because it is exempt 
from property taxation, Bell 
said that citizens, businesses 
and property owners in the 
county are paying more in 
property taxes than they oth 
erwise would; maybe as much 
as 10 or 15 percent more 

There is legal authority 
to tax these mineral rights 
and the state 
a methodology for doing it 
Bell said. He asserted that the 
mineral wealth in Marcellus 
and Utica shale should be 
subject to the same property
